On this ground, Lord Shelbirne declared, he thought his 
Majeity’s Miniiters defervec the cenfure of the Houfe; for, 
it was notorious, that the ftate of Ireland would not, at the 
time of prefenting the addrefs, admit of a moment’s delay ; 
yet the whole fummer had paffed, without any thing having 
been done’to relieve the diflrefics of that unhappy country. 
rejection of the Marquis of 
Rockingham’s motion, about a week after the addrets, to 
prevent the prorogation of Parliament, in order to take in- 
to confideration what could be done to give immediate fatis- 
faction to the Irifh in time, while their demands were mode- 
rate, and might have been complied with, without hazard- 
ing much oppofition from the manufacturers and tradefmen 
of England: That the Noble Lords in Ad niniftration had 
meie ufe of fair promifes to perfuade the Houte to reject his 





friend’s motion ; they faid it was premature ; that the papers | 
required, and the cnquirics to be fet on foot, demanded | 


t .¢; but that none thosld be loft. 

Under thefe expectations, the people of Ireland had ac- 
quicfced only for a very fhort time 5 and, finding theafelves 
deferted, the Englith Parliament being prorogued, and their 
own not fummoned to meet, they had formed affociations, 
and came into refolutions 6f non-importation, highly detri- 
meatal to the commefce of England. Proceeding thus far, 
and being now in a condition, from their military itrength, 
to demand more than they at firft thought of, they had 
fpoke the language of independency, and, like the meri- 
cans, were making rapid (brides towards it. Nothing lefs 
than a free trade would now fatisfy them, and probably not 
even that; for there ‘were more grievances to redreis than 
thofe which fell under the head of commerce. 

His Lordthip informed the Houfe, that a commerce is o- 
pened from the north of Ireland to North America, under 
the fanction of Congrefs; and therefore, the minifters who 
had negleéted to-apply a remedy in time, as the authors of 
the prefent embarraffments into which they have brought 
our forlorn empire, ought to be cenfured by the Houfe. 
His Lordfhip preferred this mode to punifhment, though he 
thonght they deferved the latter ; but he was willing to 
fhew that he had no perfonal enmity,-nor any revenge to 
gratify. All he wanted was, to bring Adminiflration to a 
fair confeffion-of their incapacity and error, in order that a 
new fyftem of Government might take place, as the only 
means df faving the nation from total ruin, 3 

His Lordfhip entered into a vaft variety of matter, which 
other Lords, particularly his friend Lord Camden, confi- 
dered as extraneous, and totally foreign to the fubject of 
the motion. We hall not, therefore, attempt to follow 
him any further than we are led by the material facts he fta- 
ted to the Houfe. One was, that th: conftitution of Ire- 
land wanted amendment ; it coufifted, he faid, of the King, 
the Houfe of Lords and Commons, end two Privy Coun- 
cils; but the Houfe of Commons had not the fame power 
as the Houfe of Commons in England, with refpect to mo- 
ney bills ; however, this was a grievance that they now in- 
fifted upon remedying. The difpofal of their money in pen- 
fions without their confent, they complain of as a dreadful 
oppreflion, and, with an armed force, they had it in their 
power to demand the fame right as we enjoyed of voting 


_ their own money. 


“The tythes and glebe exnéted by the clergy, many of 
whom are abfentces, he mentioned, as another intolerable 
burden, and recommended it to the Bench of Bithops to 
advife their brethren in Ireland to think of fome plan of re- 
drefs.

when he came down to the Heufe, whether the motion of 
centure thould be offered on account of Jamaica or Ireland, 
both being equally neglected, and both demanding infant 
relief.

Lord Hill/forough {poke firlt againft the motidn, as cdén- 
irary to every principle of juftieg, and as drawing a picture 
of the very detective adminiftration of jaftice in Scotland, 
which Lord Shelburne himfelf had exclaimed againft in his 
{pecch ; for amongtt other deégreffive fubjeéts he had intro- 
duced his love for many houeft men of the Scots nation, and 
particularly of the charchmen, and his hatred to Scots law; 
which he apprehended might dne day be-brought into Eng- 
land, if we were to have Scots Chancellors and Judges ; at 
the fame time throwing out a hint, that a certain Scots 
Lawyer was likely to fucceed another onthe Bench. _ 

Lord Hitlfherough faid he eame totally unprepared to 
make a regular defence for his predeceffor in office, or any 
other bratich of adminiltration, as he did nét know the na- 
ture of the motion before he heard it, nor coule he have had 
the leaft conception that any Lord of Parliament would fe- 
rioufly propofe to condémn.men Without evidence, The 
Noble Lord, however, fhould be anfwered in the beft man- 
ner he could, and from the heart: He defired it might be 
underftood that the papers he had laid upon their Lord- 
thips table that day, and hé frould bring more to-motrow;

’'The Marquis of , Rockingham {apported the motion, and 
called upon the Houfe to take the only ftep which could 
fave the nation, by pafling a cenfure on thofe meny who, by 
refufing to Kee Parliament fitting 4 few days-longer, and 
not calling the Irith Parliament together at the fame critical 
time, had made the people of Lnefpnd take up arms to re- 
drefs their own grievances; the end of which might be ano 
ther civil war. He lamented the feuds and animofities 
which the coudu& of adminiftration had already occafioned 
in this country, and congratulated ‘thé nation that a late e- 
vent had not proved fatal to 2 moft ufeful and able member 
of the other Houfe of Parliament. . Then taking a view of 
the ftate of the revenue in Ireland; he introduced Mr Fox as 
a proof of the lavifh expenditure of the public money; that 
gentleman having come into the poffeffion of a contiderable 
pot in Ireland, which the Marquis faid brought in 24007.

parcel of coffee which had ftood in the defendant’s ‘public 
thop for above two years, weighed and furveyed every week 
during that {pace by the revenue.officers, although now fei- 
zed, upon a pretence that the coffee was found, sed not dama* 
ged. To fupply the public with found goods, in place of 
damaged, is now, for the firft time, made the fubjeét of 
complaint by thofe revenue officers, who have, in broad 


day, licenfed and permitted damaged goods to be vended, 


for their own advantage, however much the public might 
thereby fuffer. The facts appearing in the trial were, That 
in the year 1776, and fince, the defendant, who is the moft 
capital dealer in Scotland, received larger quantities of cof- . 
fee than ever has been imported into this country. It is an 
article which the Excife Officers are perfect itrangers to the 
quality of, although they have aflumed aright of diitinction 
unknown in the laws’ Upon'the trial itappeared, that the 
officers, exclufive ofkeéping aftock-hook of the total coffee en» 
‘tered into ftock and fold out, had altered their ufnal method; 
and, for the-firit time, unknown to ahy trader, they divided 
the total quantities into: varions diftinét parts, under the 
names of Sgund Raw Coffee, Damaged Raw Coffee, Black- 
ifh Coffee, Damaged Roafted. Cffee, and Damaged. Cof- 
fee. . The. defendant had: taken into ftock. his coffee; 
and, as the flatute-law made no diftinction, he paid no re- 
‘gard to the newnames framed by the officers.. What one of+ 
ficer called blacki/b, another called d/uifh s what -one. calle 
damaged, others thought /auad s and vice ver{a, according to 
the palace, or other fedlings. “The defendant received large 
quantities into ftock, unden the denomination in the permit, 
of raw coffee ; others coffe bercier'y fome,.raw, damaged; &c. 
and, in particular, receiyedtnta tock a large quantity which 
the Excife-officers,, who were not.only the feizure-makers, - 
but the only evidences for the plaintiff in thé trial, confefled 
to be found’ coffee. ' 
The defenc * .t fold out of fis, flock large quantities of 
coffee, with permits, under the general denomination of raw 
coffee.. Whether the coffee fo feut.out-was damaged coffee or 
found coffee, was not proved. — ‘And the defendant. affirmed, 
and no proof to “the contrary’ was byought, that the /ound 
coffee never was fent out of his Mop; and that the coffee fei 
zed and carried into eondemnation was, in fact, the very 
coffee that was brought’ into the fhop as Yes ah with a 
permit, and never went ‘out, of the fhop’ and caunitters 
in which it was feized, from the time it was taken into 
ftock: Nor ‘was’ ‘there a “fingle officer adduced to 
fwear that the gods fent out with 4 permit for raw coffee 
wete any part of the found coffee. ‘The coffee truly fent out 
under that permit was, what is now called, damaged coffees 
Hance found ‘coffe mutt have. Rennes _becaufe ‘the total 
-caffee anfwers. to the total tock. It was eftablithed, that 
found cofce was brought in by permits, and by the officers, who 
acmitted the fanie to entry. t there was not one officer, 
or any other perfon, fore that they ever faw one ounce of ; 
the found coffee taken, or fent.out of the fhop. Had no found 
coffee ever haye been brought into, the thop with a permit, - 
and found coffee been found. in the fhop, as argued by the 
plaintiff, the prefumption, no doubt,,was, that the found coffee 
was brought in without a permit... But when the plaintiff.e-. 
ftabilifhed, that /owad coffe had once, in fact, been brought 
‘in, and that there was no direét and, pofitive proof that that 
identical coffee ever was fent out, the natural prefumption . 
and clear propofition Was, that the coffee found was the. 
coffee fairly brought in by permit,.and therefore not, liable 


to condemnation. Befides, had found coffee been brought 


in without a permit, or noti¢e.to the,officer, it was:capable 
of direé&t evidence; and the’ plaintiff, was fo fehfible of its 
being incumbent upon him to prove this fact on.the trial; 
that he had calied every perfon conneéted with the defen- 
dant’s houfe, his own -wife, his fervants,. his apprentices, 
his porters, fome of whom could have eftablifhed the fact, if. 
true. But the plaintiff, difeovering that.nd fych:unlawfal 
entry of goods, had. taken:place; found it was impoffible to.

The jury found, that the coffee 
feized* had: been. brovght.in: without a permit); and without 
fiotice to the officer.—-The merits. of that. verdict, and the 
confequence of it, is fubmitted to the peblic. This is acafe, 
of importance, and no wohder thgt,@ partial dtate. of.. it 
thould be given ia all the, DEMS RRPET by thofe iategefted 
in the condemmation, for their own vindication.

ROBBERY OF THE MAIL. 


Geneaat Post Orricr, Edin. Nov. 8. 1779. 

-HE Poft difpatched to Edinburgh from Aberdeen, on Saturday e- 
T vening the 6th current, was ftopt about four miles fouth of that 
place, and the mail carried off, by a perfon who appeare’s to be a tall 
middle-aged man. He was drefled in a duffle coat, and had on a night- 
cep. He threatened to take the poft-boy’s life, if he did not go forward 
to Stonehaven. ‘Fhe boy went forward till he came to Caufewayport, 
about a mile fouth ef the place where he was ftopt; and, having got 
men to efcort him, he returned direétly back to Aberdeen, from whence 
parties of the South Fencibles, now lying there, were immediately fent 
out in fearch of the robber, and the poft-boy was again difpatched 
fouth, with the mail north of Aberdeen, which did not arrive there in 
time to overtake the firft difpatch, by which means that mail is fafe. 

A reward of FIFTY POUNDS Sterling, is hereby offered, to any 
perfon or perfons, who will difcover the man guilty of the at ove-men- 
tioned robbery, fo as he may be apprehended and fecured in any county 
jail, to be paid immediately upon his conviction.
